bus on schedule time and the crew of 
the yard engine failed to see it ap- 
proaching, their view being obstruct- 
ed by the masonry of the Leonard av- 
enue viaduct. 


Engineer David Laughery is one of

terior of Somaliland. 


The Mullah, or priest, has been de- 


icribed as a tall, slim, muscular man 
of swarthy complexion and of middle 
age. He gained a hold on his follow- 
ers by representing to them that he 
held his power by divine Inspiration. 
A story is told that at one time, when 
his power was in danger, he called 
his followers to the beach at night 
and there showed them the light of "a 
searchlight from a foreign war vessel. 
This he interpreted to his adherents 
as a message from God endorsing his 
claims. From that time, it is said, 
he has held his followers intact wor- 
ship of him being that accorded a god. 
Mullah was extremely cruel, putting 
to death all the prisoners that fell m 
his hands. His sect is known as the 
Muhammad Salih, and with them he 
has been conducting a jehad or holy 
war. 


He gained great wealth by Ms raids

Recently the 
situation in Somaliland arising from 
the raids of the Mad Mullah, became 
acute and a British force was sent 
against him. While he was repulsed 
on several occasions all efforts to cap- 
ture him were unavailing.
